For five hours the flames threatened to wipe out the 
entire town. The blaze was less than half a mile from the 
business district when it was finally brought under control. 
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MILL VALLEY, faly 7&1 UP) <okpproximately 200 
persons were homeless and nearly all women and children 
of the tewn’s 6000 inhabitants were fleeing with all their 
belongings they could carry as fire began to burn through 
the city limits of Mill Valley tonight. 

Estimates that 50 to 60 houses had been destroyed 
at nine p. m. and damage amounting to several million 
dollars had been caused were given wide circulation. 

One of tke refugees, an old time resident of the sec- 
tion, said’ he believed one fifth of the area of the town 
had been destroyed, but it was in the inner suburb where 
buildings were far apart.

The cottage cheese is obtainable by 
the pound—two cups make a pound. 
The chilled beans marinated for half 
an hour in French dressing obviate the 
need for serving a dressing with the 
salad.

two saucepans, measuring cup, tea- 
spoon, large spoon, sharp knife, cut- 
ting board, bow] for cheese, six chilled 
salad plates. 


In the morning wash and prepare 
the string beans for cooking. Place 
in a saucepan with two cups of boil- 
ingy water and one-he f teaspoon salt 
and\ bring to a smart boil. Cover and 
reduce heat, boiling gently until ten- 
der, from thirty to forty minutes, ac- 
cording to the size and quality of the 
beans. hill after draining, The 
liquid may be utilized in soup. 

Wash the lettuce in lukewarm water, 
shake dry and pack carefully in bag; 
store in refrigerator until serving time. 
Heat some water in the saucepan, and 
plunge the ripe tomatoes in; in a few 
seconds drain and remove the skins, 
with the knife. Chill well. 

At luncheon time mix the cheese! 
with salt, pepper and some cream in; 
the bowl and taste. The cheese should 
please the palate.

In planning the room of the photo- 
graph, all these points were carefully 
observed, and although there was not a 
strictly modern piece of furniture in 
the entire collection, the effect was in 
that direction. 

A most interesting subject to deal 
with was this pent-house apartment 
with its little balcony overlooking the 
river. Following the suggestion of tur- 
rets and parapets, we rough-plastered 
the living room walls and left them in 
dead white, introducing color at the 
baseboards and window frames, where 
colors from the Jacobean draperies were 
Picked out in several shades. 

This fine old linen had a soft, gray- 
green background and a design of lions 
and Tudor rose in fairly brilliant shades 
of henna, terra cotta reds, browns and 
tans and _ blue-green. Important 
enough and distinctive, it suggested 
the entire color scheme, which included 
the floor covering in plain blue-green 
carpet; glass curtains of henna-colored 
theatrical gauze with a little woolly 
fringe of orange and green mixture; a 
couch cover of serviceable henna rep 
with velvet cushions of a deeper shade 
of henna and small pillows of light 
green piped with orange. 

The color of the woodwork was built 
up from the brownish floor, advancing 
to all shades of yellow, henna, orange 
and green in careful striping so that 
the general affect blended in with the 
color scheme. On one side of the room 
an old Bavarian chest gayly painted in 
almost the same colors. relieved the 
whiteness of the wall—and this chest 
the man used as a wood box. On the 
other side above the low divan we hung 

an old Spanish hatrack and shelf, also 
painted in the same colorings, and then 
about the room were placed quite a 
number of interesting old pieces of 
brass and’ copper filled with brilliant 
bittersweet and Japanese lanterns. 


The gray-green of the curtains we 
repeated through interesting «acti in 
brass and copper bowls. Tney a”e very 
stunning in a man’s room, these cacti— 
particularly when they can be si.hou- 
etted against the light of a window, cr 
be seen in vista, as the cactus plant on 
the parapet shows in the picture. 

It was necessary to retain several 
wicker chairs in this room. One big 
chair with a footstool we painted in 
light green banded with black and 
orange, and gave it reversible cushions 
of waterproofed glazed chintz, green 
On one side and henna on the other. 
These were exceedingly practical, as 
they could be left out on the open 
balcony without fear of damage by 
rain. Two other easy chairs were cov- 
ered with the Jacobean linen. In adit- 
tion to these p.eces there was a desk 
and also a little black ca»in?* such 
as one might once have described as 
“for liqueur.” 

Against the soft velvet of the large 
table stood a big table lamp of wex.ite 
Japanese crackle ware with a very 
nice orange parchment shade, and in- 
stead of the conventional bridge lamp 
we chose the unique wall lamp shown 
in the picture. The wrougat tron 
bracket could be swung in any direc- 
tion; the shade was of hand-painred 
silk in the colorings of the room and 
the lower cone-shaped portion could be 
removed when direct light was needed.

peated by iron candle brackets on the 
wall between the windows. Our only 
pictures were smart Japanese prints 
repeating to a certain extent the gen- 
eral colors. 


In determining the scheme to be 
used for this room. by the way, I re- 
membered past experiences with the 
masculine taste, which usually prefers 
good reds, oranges and all the warm 
colors.
